Th* Uirdcn Vnlley an* Grenl Sttrk 


Gr«Bnd* 


Through tb» kindnais of A. A. Long- 


ley, one of the oldest eettlen and meet 
enterprising farmers of Washes couaty, 
a itpreieutatire of the Silver State, re- 
cently in Eeno, had the pleasure of a 
ride through the Truckee Meadows, the 


GEM OP NEVADA. 


This beautiful valley lies at the bass 


of tb» snow-capped Sierra Nevada, the 
surging Truckee coursing along nenr its 
western boundary, and furnishing an 
unlimited supply of water for irrigating 
its broad alfalfa fields. It has an area 
of about 50,000 acres, nearly all of which 
it susceptible of a high state of cultiva- 
tion, and the greater part of which is 
sown to alfalfa. This grass grows lux- 
uriantly ia the valley, and yields two or 
three crops ia a year. As farmers do 
not deem it advisable t« let the grass at- 
tain its full growth, the stalks in that 
•vent being too coarse to be relished by 
the cattle, many of them are now engag- 
ed in harvesting the first crop, which 
makes from one to two and a half tons 
per acre. 
The main wagon road from 


Keno through the valley to and beyond 
Haffaker's ia straight as an arrow and 
parallel with the V. & T. B. B. It is 
skirted with alfalfa fields of deep green 
and lined with almost continuous rows 
of poplars and cottonwoods, presenting 
a view which cannot be equaled; much 
lesa excelled in ths State. The valley 
is dotted with farm houses, many of 
which are imposing structures with ele- 
gant surroundings, 
betokening 
the 


wealth and culture of the proprietors. 
The lauds are divided by fences as in 
the older States, und the t'uira houses 
generally are surrounded by trees, some 
of which, though planted within the 
last two decades, have attained a large 
size, the trunks being from one to two 
feet in diameter. 


THE LONGLET PLACE. 


Mr. Longley, who was among the first 


settlers on the Meadows, has bis home 
ranch in the southeastern part of the 
Talley, near tho base of n ridge which 
rises abruptly several hundred feet from 
the level plain. 
Here, almost concealed 


from view by the dense foliage of the 
stately poplars, 13 a palatial residence, 
furnished with everythiDg that is calcu- 
lated ti> mtike 
M, iiuiutl .UtricHvy u»d 


eotnfotUble. 
Adjacent ale caui i^e uLj 


wagoa houses, granaries und dairy 
houses, beyond which are barn-yerds 
and stables. In the pastures adjacent 
are some of the finest Durham cattle, 
and bebt breeds of horses in the State. 
A canal, the first built in I'M valley, 
with a capacity of many thousand inches 
brings water from the Truckee for irri- 
gating purposes, and everything indi- 
cates order and system. 


1VH« THE FABMEES BEIT UPON. 


In the fluhh times of the Comstock 


the farmers of Truckee Meadows found 
a ready market uti'l good piices for their 
products in Virginia City and Gold Hill, 
but at ptesent alfalfa, which is the prin- 
cipal product, ia used for fattening cat- 
tle and sheep for the market in the Win- 
tec and Spring months, The cattlemen 
from 
the great ranges of Northern 


Washoe, Hnmbalilt and other parts of 
the State, drive or ship the beeves de- 
signed for the San Francisco market at 
the season indicated to the Meadows, 
where they feed them alfalfa hay, which 
commands on the ranches from $-1 to 
$6 per ton. Notwithstanding the thou- 
sands upon thousands of tons of this 
hay stacked every season, it is all dis- 
posed of and converted into beef or 
million. Some of the farmers, when 
the price of hay is low, purchase cattle 
or sheep and feed the hay themselves, 
taking the chances of getting a higher 
price for it in beef or nuutou than in 
selling it iu the stack. 


A HUHBOLDT EIVAL. 


Less than a score yeurs ago the 


Truckee Meadows, now tfce garden of 
Nevada, resembled the Big Meadows on 
the Homboldt, near where the flourish- 
ing village of Lovelock now stands. 
Trees and cultivation have transformed 
it from a sage-brush plain, with patches 
of natural meadows in the low moist 
grounds along the Truckee, into one of 
the most beautiful and productive val- 
leys on the coast. This transformation 
can be as easily and rapidly made on 
the Big Meadows n«ar Lovelock, which 
are much more extensive and have per-. 
haps a richer soil than the Truckee 
Meadows. Alfalfa grows as luxuriantly 


there as ou tb« Truckee, »nd as there 
always bus been enough water in the 
Humboldt to irrigate thousands of Korea 
more thai) is now under cultivation, and 
alfalfa will be in demand as long aa beef 
is eaten in San Francisco, there is DC 
reason why in a few years the valley 
near the Sink of the Humboldt should 
not equal in beauty and productiveness 
thepresentgemof the State, the Truckee 
Meadows. Farmers should btar in mind, 
however, that trees increas- the value as 
well as the beauty of their lands, and 
they should make their cultivation as 
wfll as that of grain and alfalfa an ob- 
ject. Planted along canals and ditches 
they require very little attention, and 
after the first or second year, when firmly 
rooted, none at all.
